STHAMERS. ,

The following circular letter has, been issued 
by the Chamber-of Commerce —

Sir,—By tho desire of the Committee of this

To make the matter clenrit ia perhaps neces 

In 
virtue of a Postal Conveutiou made with France 
on 26th September, 1856, tho French Mail 
stoamors. of tho Mexsagories Maritimes which 
commenced running to China in 1862, are 
entitled to the “ Status of Ships of War” in 
this Colony, and, ié is believed,-in all British 
Colonies snd dupendencies thrangheut the world 
whore they may touch. This “ Status” confors 
upon tho vossel cortain. privileges, amongst 
which aro the following :-— 

. (@) Freedom from search in British Ports, 
unless sanctioned by the resident re- 
prosentative of tho Government to 
which the vessel belongs. 

(,) Non-lisbility for arrest in a British

SOINDIA'S HOARDED TREASURE.

Tho one pictarysque featare of Sir Auckland 
Colvin’s Finvnoisl Statement was. tho un- 
oxpected announcement that of the annual, 
Poblio Works Tioan for fiva-and-a-half crores of 
ripens,‘ threo-wnd-a-half crorus would ba ob- 
tained by the juvestment ia Government se: 
ourities at the dasira of tho Gwalior Board of 
Regency of treasure hoarded by the late Mo- 
harajah Soindia In return for the use of, 
vmonpy that haa lony been lying. buried in the 
ground tha young Maharajah will 1rcaive some 
fourte in Iskhs of rapes annually—no insiganifi- 
cant addition to his income, oven though ho has 
avont-roll of over a crore of rupess, that is of 
rooro than a million pounds. Many logeada 
and fables are current in India aa to-hoarded 
woalth, and the anoarthing of Soindiu’a_trea- 
ante by. the Financial Secretary tothe Govorn- 
mont of India is likely 4 give them a renewed 
vitality, . The money, according to the oustom 
of thu Belodia fumily, wae carefully ooncealed 
in large pits, tho whereabonts of which was 
only known toa fow. Mr, Weatland, whou he 
was called in by the Gwalior Board of Regency, 
foiind that treasure to. the—ertent of more than 
five million stezling had boon sconmulated in 
pits and wells, sunk iu the Agove of vanlta in tho 
womon’s quarters ‘of the palace. These ‘vaulta 
wore partially undergromnd, and daylight was 
only admitted to each of them through a narrow 
slip iu the walls, After removing the earth for 
a depth of siz feet, the workmen unoovorod a 
smooth and Jovel pavement of-large flag-atones. 
Whon these bad boon lifted they saw a square pit 
filled to the brim with glittering silver. There 
ware saveral of thase seorot treasuries, inoue or 
tivo of which jewels wore concealed, but most 
of thom. contained about fifteen lakhs of G-wa- 
licr rapoes, In each pit, says our Simta corres. 
poudont, there was besides the monay a copper- 
plate ‘on which was engraved the amount it 
containéd, and the- name of the official 
under whose orders the stock had beon placod 
there, for the sacret of this enormons wealth was 
only entrusted to a fow confidentiab. servants. 
The money was then dug up and shovelled into 
baga'to the amount of threa and a half crores 
of rapoes, which will ba sent to the Caloutta aint 
in instalments of-eighty lokbs of rupees, the first 
iistaliaent having already reached its destina- 
tion. The rapess, we are told, are of pure silver, 
‘and aro cloan and bright looking, as af they had 
come spiok and span from the Gwalior Mint, for 
it seems ‘ta have bean-the Maharajab’s custom 
to pnt away only freshly ooited rapees into his 
treasure yaults. Ali this reads like a talo of tho 
Arabian Nights,.or somo half-mythical incident 
fn tho story of tho conquest of Pera.

TAXATION OF-NATIVE-OPIUM IN 
YUNNAN.

The Chineve Tinea publishes the following in 

taabstraot of Pehing Gasettes :—Ts‘an Ya-ying, 
Vicoroy of Yunaan aud Kwolchow, presents a 
memorial on the taxation of native opiua in Yan- 
nan, Tho momoriatist recontly received a com.

According to tha infarmation: they, have’ cow 
furnished to'bim, the opium grown in Ynanan 
comes principally from the parts of the province 
inhabited by aborigines. It is also oultivated in 
several of the Chinaso districts ; but on acoonnt 
of the prohibitions in forea this is only done 
anrroptitiously and toa limited extent. Yun- 
nan opium 14 ‘suid to he inferior to thé foreign 
drug in quality. It fetches but a low price, and 
the profita on itate small, though the cost of 
production is heavy. It ‘must bo exported to 
Qantén or Szechuen and mized with foreign opiam 
befora purshasers for it can be found. As the 
existencv of such opium is kaown, likin has to be
